— THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT HAS CREATED A NUMBER OF 
BARRIERS THAT ARE SHUTTING OUR riRMS OUT OF THE 
CHINESE MARKET. 

™ I TOLD THE CHINESE OUR RELATIONSHIP COULD NOT TOLERATE 
A $12 BILLION DEFICIT. WE HAVE TWO SECTION 301 
INVESTIGATIONS UNDERWAY - ON MARKET ACCESS AND IPR. 

— THE CHINESE ARE SENDING A TEAM TO THE U.S. THIS WEEK 
TO TALK ABOUT IPR. THEY MADE SOME POSITIVE 
SUGGESTIONS IN BEIJING, 

— ON MARKET ACCESS, WE WILL KEEP PRESSING. 

— AT THE SAME TIME, A HEALTHY TRADE RELATIONSHIP DRAWS 
THE MOST PROGRESSIVE PART OF CHINA'S ECONOMY FURTHER 
INTO THE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC SYSTEM, WHICH IS GOOD

i $12 BILLION, WHICH IS ABOUT WHAT WE PREDICT FOR OUR 

\ DEFICIT THIS YEAR. 

CLEARLY, THE EUROPEANS ARE FACING THE SAME PROBLEM WE 
FACE — CHINESE POLICIES THAT PROTECT CHINA'S DOMESTIC 
MARKET WHILE PROMOTING EXPORTS. 

THE EUROPEANS HAVE WJ BEEN TOUGHER THAN THE U.S. IN 
TRYING TO REDRESS THESE TRADE PROBLEMS. IT IS THE 
U.S. AND NOT THE EUROPEANS THAT FIRST WENT AFTER CHINA 
ON MARKET ACCESS, INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY PROTECTION, 
TEXTILE TRANSSHIPMENTS, DISCRIMINATION AGAINST 
MARITIME SHIPPING COMPANIES AND OTHER TRADE ISSUES.
